Much as motorists enjoy their cars, there arc many who would 


derive fur.greater pleasure and secure better service and longer wear 
by the adoption of a few rules for the care- of their vehicles, wlth:a 
view to preserving'their appearance as well as lidding to their efficien- 
cy. 
. 


If .properly cared for, there Is no reason, barring accidents, why 


a thoroughly finished car should not look as well at the end of six 
months' service as it did when first delivered from the factory. The 
use of needlessly strong alkali soap in cleaning automobiles, neglect 
to wash ,off the soap, and failure to dry the varnished surface per- 
fectly are probably responsible for more damage to paint than all oth- 
er causes ^combined. In most cars the first signs of wear show on 
the varnished surface of the hood. This is due to the fact that the 
hood is washed with soapy water while the metal is still hot. Soap 
should not be used on the hood until it has cooled and even then 
should he carefully washed off. A good mixture for the preserva- 
tion of the appearance of a car is a gallon of boiled oil, a half pint 
of gasolene and one-half ounce of Japan dryer, the whole well mixed. 
This should he applied with a soft rag or cheese cloth and should bo 
used sparingly, the varnished surface being washed perfectly dry. 


The principles applying to the'proper care of the mechanical 


parts of the "car "afe still less generally applied by. the automobile 
owner with'aViy'degree of regularity or exactness. It is so well known 
that the most-important factor in motor preservation is lubrication, 
thai it seems strange more motorists.do not take greater care that 
the correct amount of oil is supplied to the various parts and that all 
supply pipes and connections are perfectly sound and tight. 


~ Particular care should-be taken to keep the joints tight, ^in the in- 


take manifold as when loose, the air rushes in unevenly and con- 
stantly changes the mixture. Before starting the motor, special care 
should be'taken that the wire terminals are held on in a thorough 
manner. The magneto should, be kept perfectly dry. The slightest 
uoise in any motor foreign to its usual sound should be investigated 
at once and the source learned. Drivers should make sure that the 
compression is equal in all cylinders. 
The grinding of the exhaust 


valve will usually remedy the loss of compression or if this fails, 
the intake valve should be ground and the pet cocks and caps made 
tight. In the transmission there should he enough oil to permit tho 
gears to dip in it. Hard grease should never he used in the trans- 


mission. 


The brakes should be kept perfectly adjusted at all limes. The 


rear axle gears, to insure long life, must he perfectly adjusted. The. 
axle casing should have a liberal amount of light grease and if the 
gears then grind they should, be readjusted. All the joints in the 
steering mechanism should be watched and the 
front 
axle 
clips 


should he tightened occasionally. By^carefully following these sug- 
gestions the motor owner should find that the life of his ear will be 
double that of a car of equal merit but which receives less careful 


attention.
